VON HOESCH TO BE GERMAN 
AMBASSADOR TO FRANCE

One of Trains Reported to 
Have Failed to Stop at 
Switch Where It Was to 
Pass the Other.

Seventeen persons are 
to have been killed and 40 
were injured when two trains on. 
the Anderson VDivision of the In- 
diana Union Traction Co., met in 
head-on collision on a curve two) 
miles east of here late this after- 
noon. Fire starting after the wreck 
consumed two cars and several of 
those who tneir lives were 
} burned to death. 


Nine charred bodies- were 
moved from the wrecked cars to- 
night, and seven other bodies are 
believed to be in the wrackage. 
One man injured died in a hos- 
pital. The cars were of wood- 
en econstruction and all 
remained of them was a mass of 
smoking embers and red hot brake 
|} rods and trucks. 
| Motor Cars Telescoped. 


Each train consisted of a motor 
car and trailer. The motor cars 
were telescoped and most of the 
dead and injured were in these 
cars. Passengers in the trailers 
escaped with minor injuries. 

The first body identified was that 
of Dr. E. Blain Haskin of In- 
dianapolis, inspector in charge of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, bureau of animal] in- 
dustry in Indiana. 

It was reported that one of the 
trains had failed to stop at a switch 
where it was to have passed the 
other train. 

John Hutchins of Indianapolis, 
who was taken from the wreck 
badly injured, died tonight in a 
hospital at Anderson. 


Motormen Both Escape. 


The motormen on both trains es- 
caped with slight injuries as they 


jumped before the collision. 

The injured were given first aid 
treatment by physicians of this 
place and by others rushed here 
on a special car from Anderson. 
Ambulances with medical officers 
and enlisted men from the medical 
detachment at Fort Benjamin Har- 
rison were also sent to the wreck. 

Hundreds of persons were on the 
scene within a few minutes after 
the collision but were unable to 
help the victims pinned beneath 
the wreckage cf the burning cars. 

Forty injured persons were re- 
moved to hospitals in Anderson and 
Indianapolis.

Those about: him he 
recognizes and at times he smiles 
faintly. For long periods there is 
no sound in the room. 

Throughout the day he has had 
very scanty nourishment, and has 
taken but little water. 

Morning broke at the Wilson 
household with the former Pres!i- 
dent triumphant in his battle of 
the night before. Hardly anyone 
had expected him to pull through 
the early hours. Stimulants were 
administered, but they were re- 
sorted to infrequently.

Good progress was made this 


'week with the work of dismantling 


the three outer shrines, so that 
with the removal of the two side 
cornices of the third shrine this 
/morning, the fourth casket now 
stands disengaged save for the 
walls of the third shrine, and fully 
disclosed in its gleaming golden 
beauty. 

As Howard Carter draws nearer 
o the heart of this bizarre, beauti- 
ful nest of shrines, evidence accu- 
‘mulates that the body of the mys- 
tery Pharaoh is still within. 
Tucked away in the corners and the 
narrow space between the differ- 
ent caskets have been found suc- 
ceassively such attributes of royalty 
as’ the King’s sceptres, maces of 
gilded wood inlaid with falence and 
now, within the last few days, the 
discovery of _two great ostrich 
feather fans with gilded handles 
more than three and a half feet 
|long, “stamped with the two car- 
touches giving the King’s family 
name and official title, proclaims 
that the body of the Pharaoh is in- 
deed close at hand. 

For these fans, which have been 
a symbol of royalty in the Orient 
through the ages and are frequent- 
ly depicted in mural relief in the 
ancient Egyptian temples, were 
borne close behind the monarch by

| great nobles, who were honored by 
| the charge, even as today in Rome 


great fans are borne close beside 
the Sedia Gestatoria, bearing the 
Pope. 

Were other indications required 
they would be found in the protec- 
tive goddesses of death with tender- 
ly spreading wings which are beau- 
tifully depicted in gilded gesso on 
the covering of the fourth casket, 
similar to the goddesses distin- 
guished by the excavators, incised 
upon the outside or the stone sar- 
cophagus, in their brief glimpse of 
the coffin a month ago. 

Carter was at (first extremely 
puzzled by the problem which the 
fourth casket presented. Obviously. 
his first move would be to take off 
the doors, which in the case of the 
other shrines was net an operation 
of great difficulty. For the.rest, 
however, the shrine appeared to be 
in one piece, and how to dismantle 
it without damage in the narrow 
space at his disposal was a prob- 
lem. 

Closer inspection today showed 
that after all the shrine is in sec- 
tions like the others. As a result 
of this afternoon's work, by means 
of wedges, Carter succeeded in rais- 
ing the roof of the shrine about 16 
inches, disclosing part of the lid of 
the sarcophagus beneath. One of 
the next things to be done is to pro- 
vide the elaborate tackle of pulleys 
and differential gear required to 
raise the er heavy lid of 
the sarcopha 

Carter hiheondl all the morning 
at his home on the edge of the Val- 
ley of the Kings with his lawyer, 
who arrived unexpectedly from Al- 
exandria, presumably in connection 
with the long-drawn-out negotia- 
tions proceeding between the Egyp- 
tian Government and the excavat- 
ors regarding the conditions of con- 
trol of the tomb.

After Lincoln's nine years in the _ post- 
office he practiced law and lived the life 
of a professional man until his health failed 
and the doctor told him he hed better get 
out of doors. He and his wife and his 
Lrother-in-law, Byron Shoup, took up farming 
near Wichita, Kan. Farming conditions there 
differed from those in Illinois. Lincoln studied 
Government soil reports and concluded that 
the conditions. he required, for flowers and 
vegetables, were to be found in the Fox River 
Valley. He came here and looked around, 
about three years ago, and selected 23 acyes 
near town on the Indian Trail, alittle way 
off the Lincola Trail. 

He and Shoup came and, doing most of 
the work themselves, erected a bungalow and 
greenhouses. In the mixing and casting of 
concrete for foundations and supports Lin- 
coln gained experience which served him well 
when, a year‘ago, he had need of making ef- 
fective disposal of the heads of his wife and 
brother-in-law. 

When the bungalow was finished it pre- 
sented a neat exterior, with its front porch 
supportéd by concrete blocks. ‘She smal! 
square rooms revealed more clearly the work- 
manship of amateur builders. Mrs. Lincoin 
came and the three lived in the bungalow. 
Lincoln's son, John, born to his first wife, 
slept on a cot at the greenhouse. 

It was not a happy family. That became 
apparent to relatives who received confidences 
from time to time, Lincoln complaining about 
his wife and Mrs. Lincoln complaining about 
her husband. Shoup sided with his sister and 
Lincoln came to regard him with increasing 
suspicion and disapproval. But Shoup had 
been more thrifty than Lincoln and it was 
his money, mostly, which had gone into the 
enterprise, and Lincoln could not get rid of 
him. 


Cunning Effort to Hide Himself 


The business was getting well under way. 
Lincdln's flowers and vegetables were ac- 
quiring a reputation. Customers came im 
automobiles in such numbers that there was 
no great surplus for working off through 
trade channels in town. 

Jan. 10, last year, Mrs. Lincoln and Shoup 
disappeared. Lincoln said he and Shoup had 
quarreled and the two had gone away to- 
gether. There was no reason to doubt his 
statement and no suspicion was aroused. 

Verisimilitude was given when Lincoin 
went to Geneva a week later and filed suit 
for divorce. He did not know where his wife 
had gone, be told his lawyer, so notice would 
have to be by publication. 

Lincoln might have obtained his divorce 
from the woman he had killed and suspicion 
might mever have attached to him, but

There were footprints of a man and wom- 
an about the greenhouse. It was conjectured, 
as Lincoln intended, that these were the 
tracks of Shoup and Mrs. Lincoln. Search 
was begun for them. 

Lincoln, not satisfied with having made it 
appear that he had been murdered by onoup 
and Mrs. Lincoln after he had murdered 
them, fabricated a suicide for himself. Chief 
Michels received a letter June 1, typewritten 
in green, which informed him, on the au- 
thority of anonymity, that Lincoln had 
drowned himself in the St. Lawrence river. 
The chief recalled that letters ascribed to 
Lincoln, which were sent to Mrs. Lincoln's 
relatives after her disappearance, were type- 
written in green. He learned that LAncoin 
had a green ribbon on his typewriter. Fol- 
lowing the green thread through the skein, 
Michels congiuded that Lincoln had not been 

murdered and had not committed suicice. 
The conclusion brought-into question the dits- 
appearance of Shoup and Mrs. Lincoln.

Hotel, Chicago. He told a weird tale of 
having been kidnaped by a “dope ring’ with 
which his wife was. connected and shunted 
from one eastern city to another until he «s- 
caped.

NDER the Kremlin walls rest® the body

Here the muddy Moscow River 
flows interminably on, unmindful of dynas- 
ties, wars and famine; unmindful of men.

No one knows 
how these black hordes came here, but they 
were there centuries ago; singing the melan- 
eholy seng of a melancholy land, and they, 
too, are unmindful of dynasties. wars and 
famine; unmintiful of men. 

Fitting setting, indeed, for a man set apart 
from men in Russia. Now Nikolai Lenine 
has become the god of a creed called commun- 
ism. His life and his work are set in a Red

It is trite to say he was a “great” map.

He was less interested in his own emotions 
than of the men about him and these he did 
not understand.

During my stay in Moscow I devoted many 
months to assembling the facts that make up 
the career of the Red god: the facts that build 
& man, rather than a symbol! of a cause. Many 
gocuments that came into my hands—re- 
vealed here for the first time—give eloquent 
testimony that behind the abstraction was a 
living human being; facts that Lenine himself 
would brush aside as trivial and irrelevant. 


At the height of his power, if you entered 
the Kremlin you saw a bony, middle-aged, 
bald man in a loose-fitting khaki coat, unbut- 
toned at the throat; wide, unpressed trous- 
ers, heavy, round-toed black shoes. 
was tilted back if you spoke to him. or bent 
low over his buiging shoulders if he were 
reading. The eyes were small and slanting, 
brighter black than his shoes. He smiled 
readily, widely, though his pallid skin was 
drawn tight over the Tartar cheekbones. 

He spent most of his time at his mahogany 
cesk, which was as well ordered as his mind: 
papers, pencils, erasers, clips, all in proper 
places. At his right hand were two telephones 
with light attachments, so that he would not 
be disturbed by the jangling of bells. His 
office was sound-proof. His secretaries were 
trained to silence. By nature a high priest 
of the revolution. he demanded cathedra! 
quiet. 

His pets were two kittens an admirer sent 
to him. These he would feed himself, often 
interrupting his work to do so. He relaxed 
in their company as he never relaxed in the 
company of men. Before he ascended to 
his role he was fond of chess. Later the world 
(as be often said) was his chess board. 

To begin with the conventional beginuing: 

‘His 
father was a Superintendent of Schools and 
a sobleman, being ennobled by the czaristic 
regime by reason of his occupation, though of 
peasant birth.

He was, however, permitted to enter the 
Kazan Institution, His university career last- 
ed three months. He mingled in the circles 
of his brother and was expelled. 

Four years, then, Lenine spent drinking in 
the theories of radicalism. He was part of 
that restless, reckless underground movement 
ef young idealists. He traveled, wrote, agi- 
tated, argued. He was among the first to 
present Marx, present almighty of Moscow. to 
his companions. 

And then, finally, he decided he must do 
something that would provide for his mother 
and sisters. His mother applied for permis- 
sion for him to take the law examination. He 
passed it, and was, despite his activities, ad- 
mitted to the bar. 

Lenine was not a success as a lawyer. 
bed so clients, and after three months of 
waiting threw lew to the winds and became 
an evader, {f not a breaker of laws. He be- 
came impressed with the idea that he was to 
lead the proletariat through a great revolu- 
tion. He never hazarded a prediction as to 
what this revolt would be and there is no 
reason to believe that he had any coherent 
idea about what was to come. But certain it 
is he expected the event and his confidence 
that he would lead it never wavered. 

Now he was a revolutionist asd nothing 
else. And a revolutionist in Russia was a 
criminal. There followed exile and eventually 
he found his way to Switgeriand. Meaawhile.

And so he and she 
were living there when Russia, under his in- 
fluence, began to see red. in th® midst of the 
great World War. Paul Lepischinsky, his- 
torian of the soviet, reproguces a letter from 
the Russian secret archives, written while Le- 
nine was in Switzerland early in 1917, when 
he had just heard of the overthrow of the 
Czar. 

Lenine did not believe in 1905—the period 
cf Father Gopon’s ascendency—as the year of 
the desired revolution. His role in it, except 
as an observer from the revolutionary stand- 
point. was not important. 

As Lepischiusky records, Lenine did not see 
in 1905 what he saw in 19317. Just before 


‘both revolutions he was in Switzerland. writ- 


ing, talking, directing. Twelve years passed. 
Lenine traveled much, attended party confer- 
ences in Paris and London. A good deal of 
his time was spent in research, in writing sci- 
entific treatises of the “art” of revolution— 
for such it was in his eyes and those of his 
colleagues.

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His Feverish Impatience | 


Not until the early days of 1917 did Lenine, 
cast aside his passive, his scholarly leader- 


ship, and take an active hand in the seizure 
of power. 

“You cannot imagine what a torture it is 
for all of us to sit here at such a time.” he 
writes from Switzerland in 1917. having just 
beard of the overthrow of the Czar. Ansd— 
“spare no money for cables.” 

Already. as this letter reveals. he had for- 
mulated his twofold policy—end the war with 
Germany but prepare for the revolutionary 
war. So “in the most stubbors, most insist- 
ing. most merciless manner.” he directs the 
battie against “the social patriotism” of Ke- 
regsky and the “Social Democrat” pacificm. 


This letter ushers Lenine in as the leader 
of the Soviet Revolution. He has assumed the 
role as a matter of course from Switzerland. 
Leo Kameneff, now President of the Moscow 
Soviet, is head of the workers and soldiers’ 
bolsbevist. portion of Deputies in Petrograd. 
Lenine, from Switzerland, thunders: “Kam- 
eneff must understand that on him is placed 
an international! historieal responsibility.” 

The letter was written to an official of the 
Central Exeeutive Committee of the boishevik 
party. It was intercepted by the Russian 
Secret Service and placed in the archives, 
later taken over by the soviets. It follows: 

“I thank you for your offers of aid. I tel- 
egraphed today to you that the only hope of 
getting out of bere is by arranging an ex- 
change of Russian emigrants in Switzerland 
for German war prisoners {n Russta. 

“England will not permit anyone/to pass: 
rot me nor anyone else. The British have 
already returmed Chernov (head of exiled 
soviet republic), even though he had a vise. 
It is clear that the Russian proletarian revo- 
lution has no worse enemy than British im- 
perialism. 


Suspects All Opponents 


“Tt'’s clear. that the promoters of Angio- 
French capital and Russian imperialist Mil- 
ukeff and company are capable of doing aay- 
thing of deceit, of treachery, of anything and 
everything in order to prevent the interna- 
tionalists from returnigg to Russia. 

“The vast faith in this regard in Milukoff 
and Kerensky (this empty-headed chatterbox, 
this agent of Russian imperialist bourgeoisie) 
would be detrimental to the workers’ méve- 
mest. to our party.

power required to light an ordinary 
battery flashlight similar to those 
used in nearly every home, C. D, 
Maclurcan, an.amateur radio ¢z- 
perimenter of Sidney, Australia, @ 
member of the American Radio 
Relay League, succeeded in 
transmitting radio signals 1400 
miles. His signals were picked up 
readily in New Zealand. This is re- 
garded as a marvelous record for 
surpassing low-power work of 
American amateur operators. 

In practically every country gov- 
ernment regulations have kept the 
amateur stations on low power and 
short waves. Far from being dis- 
couraged by this practice, the ama- 
teur has sought to develop to the 
utmost the field allowed him. He 
has taken it upon himeelf to ex- 
plore the passibilities of short 
waves and low power. 

The experimenters in Australia, 
especially in the cities, are allowed 
only 19 watts of power, henee more 
attention has been given to power 
here than in other countries. Mr, 
Maclurcan has made a_ special 
study of this problem and the dis- 
tances covered by his amateur sta- 
‘tion, 2CM, are regarded as a world’s 
record. 

He has made several tests, usual- 
ly with witnesses present to check 
him on the results obtained. At 
one time he exchanged messages 
with Frank Bell, operator of sta- 
tion 4AA of Waihemo, Shag Val- 
ley, New Zealand, over land and 
water for half an hour. Mr. Mac- 
lurean gradually reduced his plate 
voltage to 15, thereby securing @ 
plate current of .25 milliamperes. 
The input was only .004 watts. 
The next day an erapert in this 
work certified that the instruments 
were correct within 1 per cent. The 
cn Raat consists of a six-wire cage 
“tT type, with a top 100 feet léng 
and 80 feet high, passed on six 
hoops four feet in diameter.

Broadcasting is also done on a 
much broader band of wave length 
than in the United States, with the 
result that most of the commercial 
receiving sets manufactured- are 
made to, tune wave lengths from 
200 to several thoufand meters. 
“The effect of this in my opinion 
is to reduce their sensitivity to a 
certain extent, as it necessitates 
bank winding, large condensers, ad- 
justable radio frequency transform- 
ers, etc.” The public is very much 
interested in radio, and despite the 
red tape, and the severe penalties 
imposed on illegal operators, there 
are many uniicensed sets. 

There@ nothing like the variety 
of receiving equipment and appa- 
ratus here that there is in the Unit- 
ed States, except in the way of 
tubes. There ie certainly a gilori- 
ous display of the latter, which 
embody every principle known and 
unknown in radio. One striking 
feature of the trade is the fact that 
there is practically no competition 
from the outside, as the duty fs 
very high and only recently a law 
was passed prohibiting the use, for 
a period of two years, of all im- 
ported radio receiving apparatus, 

“? was much amused the own- 
er of a store In Edinborough, Scot- 
land, who specialized in radio.re- 
ceiving .equipment. He told me 
that the biggest percentage of his 
visitors were radio enthusiasts who 
spent hours of his valuable time 
discussing circuits. He did not 
know the word for this type of ra- 
dio man, but he ifs undoubtedly 
running up against the good old 
radio “ham.”

Lenine planned the finishing de- 
tails of the bolshevik revolution in 
a haystack. Bitten by mosquitoes, 
drenched by rain, working as a 
field hand, the communist leader 
secretly directed the smoldering in- 
aurrection that enveloped Russia in 
1917 and ushered fin the great ex- 
periment of which he became the 
acknowledgell head. 

Lenine and Zinoviev ‘flied from 
Petrograd. This is where Lenine’s 
work in the haystack begins. It is 
faithfully recorded by Yemilianov, 
& Petrograd worker and bolshevik, 
who hid the two in the surburba of 
Petrograd. A price of $100,000 had 
been placed on the fugitives’ heads. 
Flere is Yerniianov’s story in the 
soviet archives, esans certain ram- 
bling passages: 

“At midnight he me: Lenine and 
Zinoviev on tie Stroganoff Bridge 
in Petrograd. The trio took the leat 
car to Rzaliev, wheres the work«r 
had a smalliifarm, Arriving there 
the worker's wif3 cut the hair of 
both men to effect a haphazard Gis- 
guise.

“Then the two were stowed 
away in the barn loft. All three 
feared prying neighbors, for the 
Ktu:sian press had printed much of 
the fugitives ana the was! of- 
fei ed. 

“An infallible system was Af- 
ratiged for tha reception of com- 
r‘unist visitors. For whether in 
hiding or in power, communists 
came to Lenine for leadership and 
coilrsel. 

“Visitors were ushere! Irto the 
barn. “Lenide would look through 
a knothole. If the visitor waa rec- 
ognized Lenine would signal the 
worker to send ‘him up.* 

“In one case Lenine falled to 
identify. So, the worker rolates, 
all preparations were made to 
shoot the intruder quickly and 
gracefully. 
tim managed to satisfy them final- 
ly he was a friend and all was well. 


“The haying season having be- 
gun, the two fugitives were bun- 
died off into the fields. Here the 
danger of recognition was less. 
They were dressed as field hands. 
They lived in a haystack, far from 
the peasants, and those who did 
come in’ contact with them paid 
little attention to roughly clad 
strangers. 

“Outside the haystack was & 
stove of stones, over which hung 
a kettle for tea. The two fugi- 
tives got their own meals of baked 
potatoes and large quantities of 
weak tea. 

“lt was comfortable enough as 
a haystack, but the mosquitoes 
were horrible,” comments § the 
worker. ‘Lanine complained of 
being bitten to death.’ 

“Communists who came to their 
leader 4d to adopt a circuitous 
rout All visitors came at night, 
and to reach the fields they must 
first ferry over an overflow, then 
tramp through a swamp and, final- 
ly, by various lanes, reach the de- 
sired haystack. Until dawn the 
visiters would sit with Lenine and 
discuss plans. 

“Frequently Lenine would ask 
the question: ‘Can we hold the 
Government if we get it?’ He 
would weigh the question out loud, 
compare forces. Night after night 
he talked of nothing els. 

“Discussing Lenine’s vutifitarian 
value the worker records: 

“‘Lenine was a skiliful hav 
pitcher. He would haul up big 
icade and make big stacks him- 
self. Sometimes in the evening he 
would go fishing with my two chil- 
dren. The children had a raft, and 
all three would go out in it. Then 
they would pair 4 back the fish and 
make soup it. Those nights 
were beautiful and still, pe 

“*"You could hear only the gong 
of the grasshopper, and everyone 
would sit ardund the fire and talk 
until the children fell asleep, end 
everyone knew it was time to go to 
bed. But when visitors came from 
Petrograd Lenine would talk until 
dawn.

They- 
are conveyed by the tse fly from one individual 
to another. Scientists, therefore, say that if all in- 
fected_ persons could be cured, the disease would nec- 
essarily disappear.

Dr. Marriott, in an interview, favored the Post- 
Dispatch Sunday Magazine and its public with these 
interesting statements: 

“Not many years ago it was impossible to diagnose 
with certainty the presence of a foreign body, such 
as a tack, in the lune or bronchial tubes.. The X-ray 
has made this possible. But even with the knowl- 
edge of the presence of such an article in the fungs, 
physicians were helpless, and no hope of relief could 
be held out until two great advances were made. 
The first of these was a method of examining the 
dyunge and removing foreign bodies by means of a 
small electrically lighted tube introduced into the 
windpipe. The second great advance wads a success- 
ful method of operating on th lungs from outside 
of the chest. 

“The first of.these discoveries was made in Pitts- 
burg and Philadelphia, and the second in St. Louis. 
As a result. it is now possible to save the life of al- 
most.eyery patient, providing these modern methods 
are begun sufficiently early. Every delay is seri- 
ous.. If the publtc at large only knew the dangers 
which result from the presence of foreign bodies in 
the lungs, and the possibilities of modern surgery in 
removing these articles, may Ifves, especially those 
of children, would be saved annually. 

“St. Louis is particuarly fortunate in having avail- 
able the services of men whe are specially skilled 
in the methods of surgica! treatment of the lungs, 
bronchi and larynx. The necessary equipment for 
this work is at hand and is kept ready for immediate 
use. Furthermore, the most important recent ad- 
vances in surgical conditions in the lunga have been 
made-by physicians who are now members of the 
staffs of St. Louis institutions. Many. patients come 
to St. Loulg from all parts of the Middle West for 
the removal of foreign bodies from the lungs, and 
for the treatment of severe after-effects which re- 
sult when euch foreign bodies have been left in the 
lungs Over long pertods. 

“In one institution alone (St. Lguis Children’s 
Hospital!) there is a unique collection of articies 
which have been removed from the lungs. In this 
collection there are pins, cockle burrs, watermelon 
seeds, grains of corn, coins, buttons, screws and 
similar articles. The collection reminds one of the 
eontents of a small boy’s pocket. Each of these 
articles. meaps. the child’s life saved.’

The details of that famous plot are preserved in 
“Stratagems and Conspiracies to Defraud Life In- 
surance Companies,” by Drs. John B. Lewis and 
Charies C. Bombaugh, and are prefaced by the quo- 
tation from “Twelfth Night”: | 

“If this were played upon a stage, new, I conld 
- eondémn it as an imgrobabie fiction.” 

On April 16, 18$2, the home of William Radloff. 
a well-to-do farmer, somewhat isolated from its 
neighbors, on the edge of a woods and four miles 
north of Seattle, was found burned. In the ruins 
were found the charred bones of a man.. Fora week 
prior to the fire Radloff wag known to have been 
alone in the house, his wife having taken her baby 
to visit her famfly in Tacoma. 

Severalim portant facts added to the general mys- 
tery. Radloff, a German, had married an attractive 
American girl, but friends had been aware for some 
time that the couple had not been happy. <A good- 
looking young Austrian, Louis Kostrauch, had been 
boarding with the family and was known to have 
been om very good terms with Radloff's wife. 

At the time of the fire Kostrauch was missing. 
There appeared all the elements of a love tangle, 
with murder and arson to cloak the evidence. Kos- 
trauch was arrested and*the case seemed solved 
when a love letter from Mrs. Radloff and a momey 
order payable to her and purchased some time be 
fore by her husband were found on his persorn, The 
police looked no further and Kostrauch. agreed to 
tell what he knew, on the promise that he would not 
be hanged. 

But ‘about that time insurance companies discov- 
ered that within two months of the time of his sup- 
posed death, Radloff had taken out $55,000 insur- 
ance on hiselife, payable to Mrs. Radleff. He had 


$20,000 in the New_York Life, the same amougt in 


the Equitable and $15,000 in the Mutual and the 
insurance investigators inclined toe the belief that 
the man was not dead. He had made a snug for-

the parasites in their blood. 

The problem of nagana and its control 
is extremely important to stock farmers 
in tropical Africa: They want to be 
sble to move their cattle across the 
so-called “‘fly belts” to and from areas 
free from the tsetse fly, with the knowl- 
cdge that the animals will not fall sick 
if bitten by the fly. Their best waf out 
of the difficulty has been to move the 
herds across the “fly belts” at night, 
but even so they have suffered heavy 
losses. 


Because of the losses of livestock due 
to magana, and the continual menace, 
the Bayer chemists are now hard at 
work in an attempt to improve their 
compound, so that the next number 
(which doubtless will be named ‘Bayer 
206°’) will yield the same favorable re- 
sults with cattle that “Bayer 205” has 
yielded with men. Or possibly the next 
compound will be equally efficacious 
for man and beast. 

At any rate, it is expected that prod- 
ucts of the Bayer laboratories will soon 
be tested in various parts of Africa, 
simultaneously, and on a large scale.

fof fathoms. The mariner who has noth- 


ing to guide him but his soundings may 
“feel” his way along by comparing his 
soundings with those on his chart. 

Bat mere sounding is not enough. 
Sounding may fail in ‘locating some 
sharp, projecting rock buried by a few 
feet of water, which would rip from bow 
to stern any vessel unfortunate enough 
te strike it. To locate these hidden 
pedks, the drag is used—a device con- 
sisting simply of a horizontal wire, 
weighed down, with lines running to 
the surface attached to buoys. This drag 
is towed along by power boats. When 
the wire is caught, the boats retrace 
their steps and the officers investigate 
the cause. Frequent soundings enable 
the engineers to record accurately not 
only the depth below the surface, but 
the shape of this hidden mountain. 

The appearance of the earth’s surface 
beneath the sea usually follows pretty 
closely that of the shore. A rugged 
coast area means, in most cases, a rug- 
ged sea bottom. In Maine, for instance, 
where there is a rugged coast lifie, the 
bottom @@ ‘the sea is strewn with great 
rocks, which in many cases rise to with- 


der-strewn shores bordering WBastern 
Long Island Sound find their counter- 
part in the waters they inclose. In 
Florida there are eoral reefs, and the 
co@st of the Virgin Islands and Porto 
Rico is similar to that of Maine 

The same condition is generally true 
of the Pacific Coast, although , there * 
less necessity there for‘ vessels to ap-) 
proach shoal waters except to enter 
harbors. Along the Atlantic and Pa- 
cifie coasts, the drag is set to sweep 
close to the bottom. In the “inside 
route’ of Alaska, through the south- 
eastern approach, the drags are lowered 
to 100 feet atlow tide. 

The survey is ever looking forward, 
reaching ahead of time and into theefu- 
ture. Along the Atlantic coast, for in- 
stance, the survey is charting the bot- 
tom of the ocean out to the 100-fathom 
curve, where the “jumping-off place” 


itself really begins. Along thé Pacific 
coast the measurements are. being taken 
to the 1000-fathom curve. In plotting 
the tortuous course through the inside 
route to Alaska, the drags are set for 
100 feet at low tide—not that any vessel 
is goiig to draw that much water, but 
the future may see the time when it is 
necessary for submarines to traverse 
that route. When that time comes, the 
way will have been shown.

It is difficult to realize the extent of 
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Alaska’s shore line, but measured with 
unit step of three statute miles, the 
length of the tidal shore line of Alaska 
is considerably greater than that of both 
the Atlantic and the Pa@ic coasts of 
the continental United States, while the 


detailed shore line, if extended, would 
reach around the globe at the equator. 


With this great area to be made safe 
for those who sail the sea, the vital part 


por the Coast and Geodetic Survey must 


play in the development of Alaska can 
be readily realized, for Alaska cannot 
be reached without plying the waters 
that encircle it. It is estimated, how- 
ever, that 90 per cent of the water 
areas of the territory are either totally 
unsurveyed or insufficiently surveyed. 
The survey has barely touched the sur- 


face of the problem it mustesolve, The! 
development of the country. has out- 
stripped this survey, not only because of 
the few parties engaged in this work, 
but because of the great length of the 
coast and the intricate system of chan- 
nels for such a large proportion of the 
coast line. 

Such, then, is a brief description of 
the work the men of the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey are doing. This work will 
live long after those are gone whose 
traditions of self-effacing, devoted serv- 
ice made it possible. Their’s is an ideal 
—to make known the ways ofthe sea 
for those who follow tbe Sea, to endure 
hardship, discomfort, privation and dan- 
ger in order to pave the way for civil- 
ization and all that goes with it.
